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Major  Renovation  Programme  Completed 


Financing  provided  by  Lucas  Foundation 


An  ambitious  programme 
of  renovation  of  the  School's 
physical  facilities  has  recent- 
ly been  completed.  Expan- 
sion of  the  Library,  reloca- 
tion of  the  Junior  School, 
and  refurbishing  of  the 
locker  rooms  are  at  the  heart 
of  the  scheme.  Also  affected 
are  the  athletic  equipment 
rooms,  school  offices, 
masters'  common  rooms  and 
work  rooms,  and  the  art  and 
music  studios. 

The     work     was     largely 


resultant  from  the  conclu- 
sions drawn  at  the  Mini- 
Pugwash  I  Conference,  held 
at  St.  Sauveur  in  January, 
1974.  Fourteen  members  of 
the  teaching  staff  gathered  to 
examine  and  to  synthetize  the 
findings  of  a  number  of  com- 
mittees which  over  the 
previous  months  had  met  to 
consider  various  aspects  of 
the  School's  academic  pro- 
gramme and  possibilities  for 
the  future. 

Following   Mini-Pugwash, 


a  seven-man  Development 
Committee  was  formed  with 
representation  from  the 
Board  of  Directors,  the 
Faculty  and  the  Student 
Body.  This  group  considered 
all  possibilities  for  the 
School's  future  physical  re- 
quirements, and  agreement 
was  reached  as  to  priorities. 

The  Development  Com- 
mittee, Mark  11,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Board 
member  R.T.  Riley,  '48,  then 
set  about  to  execute  the  ac- 


tual planning  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  required  facihties. 
Eventually  the  architectural 
firm  of  Ellwood  and  Hender- 
son was  engaged  to  draw  up 
the  plans,  and  finally  J. A. 
Faulconbridge,  Ltd.  was 
contracted  to  carry  out  the 
work. 

Demolition  work  began  in 
early  June,  1976  and  things 
progressed  rapidly  until  the 
unfortunate  strike  of  the 
construction  industry  late  in 
the   summer.   Ahhough   the 


new  facilities  were  not  entire- 
ly ready  in  time  for  the  start 
of  the  academic  year,  the 
School  did  open  on  time  and 
all  the  programmes  were  able 
to  get  started  despite  ir- 
ritating inconveniences. 

In  preparation  for  the 
demolition  and  for 
September's  School  opening 
a  vast  amount  of  work  had  to 
be  carried  out  by  way  of  fur- 
niture moving,  establishing 
temporary  offices  quarters,

Laurler  Lapierre 

Meets  with  Students 
in  lively  session 

On  December  14th, 
Laurier  LaPicrre  visited 
Selwyn  House  to  meet  with 
the  students  of  the  Senior 
School.  Mr.  LaPierre  spoke 
of  the  recent  Quebec  elec- 
tions and  the  reverberations 
felt  today  not  only  by 
English  and  French  of 
Quebec,  but  also  by  all  Cana- 
dians. As  a  Professor  of 
History  at  McGill  and  a  well- 
known  commentator  for  the 
C.B.C.,  Mr.  LaPierre  was 
able  to  provide  both  a 
thought-provoking  and  col- 
ourfuUy  complete  talk  and 
question-answer  period. 

Mr.  LaPierre  dealt  with 
both  reaction  to  and  action 
after  the  election.  Regarding 
the  former,  he  voiced  con- 
cerns of  English  Quebec;  the 
range  included  fleeing  from  a 
separatist  Quebec  to  coping 
with  or  fearing  for  the 
economic  viability  of  an  in- 
dependent province.  He  also 
suggested  that  the  eventual 
effects  of  independence  on 
the  Canadian  Confederation 
might  not,  in  some  ways, 
result  in  the  day  of  doom 
prophesied  by  many.  (The 
St.  Lawrence  River  would 
not  suddenly  disappear  for 
the  rest  of  Canada!). 
However,  he  did  specify  that 
he  was  a  federalist,  although 
a  "funny"  federalist.

With  the  expansion  of  our 
Library  several  significant 
changes  have  taken  place  in 
the  location  of  the  different 
School  offices. 

The  School's  secretarial 
and  accounting  staff  is  now 
located  in  a  front  room  of 
the  second  floor.  The  Ad- 
ministrative Secretary  and 
the  Accountant  each  have  a 
glass-partitioned  office, 
while  the  Headmaster's 
Secretary  operates  in  an  open 
area  which  also  serves  as  a 
waiting  room  for  visitors  to 
the  School. 

The  School  secretary's  of- 
fice is  now  adjacent  to  the 
front  door  of  the  School, 
thus  facilitating  reception  of 
visitors  and   mail.    Printing 


and  duplicating  equipment 
and  the  Addressograph  each 
has  its  own  area  of  opera- 
tion. 

Other  office  changes 
resulted  from  the  loss  of  two 
offices  on  the  Third  Floor  to 
the  expanded  Library.  The 
Director  of  Studies  (Middle 
School)  is  now  located  in 
what  was  the  Registrar's  and 
University  Counsellor's  of- 
fice. These  two  are  presently 
located  in  the  office  adjoin- 
ing the  Headmaster.  The 
Middle  School  Ad- 
ministrator and  the  Junior 
School  Director  of  Studies 
are  now  both  located  on  the 
second  fioor  of  the  School, 
central  lo  both  Middle  and 
Junior  Schools.

Renovations  Feature  New  Lockers 
and  Improved  Ventilation 


The  two  major  changes  in 
the  Physical  Education  facili- 
ty were  the  relocation  of  the 
office  and  the  extensive 
locker-room  renovation, 
complete  with  a  new  system 
of  locker  allocations. 

The  gym  office  was  moved 
from  the  second  floor 
overlooking  the  gym  to  the 
gymnasium  floor  level.  It 
now  occupies  a  former 
equipment  storage  area  and 
has  a  door  with  a  large 
hardened-glass  window 
which  gives  the  staff  im- 
mediate physical  and  visual 
access  to  the  gym.  A  second 
office  door  on  the  opposite 
wall  provides  access  to  the 
main  floor  corridor.  A  built- 
in  desk  with  overhead  shelves 
and  cupboards  provides  the 
staff  with  a  work  area  which 
stretches  the  length  of  the  of- 
fice. 

The  most  extensive 
renovation  took  place  in  the 
old  basement  locker-room. 
This  area  previously  contain- 
ed lockers  which  held  out- 
door winter  clothing  as  well 
as  gym  clothes  and  articles  of 
team  equipment.  At  the  pre- 


sent time,  all  outdoor  wear  is 
stored  in  double-tiered 
lockers  which  are  located  in 
three  different  areas  on  the 
main  floor.  This  change  has 
provided  the  Athletic 
Department  with  a  locker 
facility  which  caters  to 
physical  education  related 
activities  exclusively. 

The  former  weight  and 
storage  room  now  contains 
banks  of  tote  baskets,  wire 
mesh  and  metal  frame 
baskets  which  are  large 
enough  to  hold  a  pair  of 
athletic  shoes,  socks,  shorts, 
tee-shirt  and  towel.  A  por- 
tion of  the  brightly  lit  main 
locker-room  area  has  been 
walled  into  a  Training  or 
Team  Room  where  activities 
can  be  held  apart  from  co- 
incidentally  scheduled  classes 
in  the  gymnasium  above.  The 
team  equipment  storage 
room  has  added  hanger,  wall 
bracket  and  shelf  storage 
space.  The  Masters'  chang- 
ing room,  washroom  and 
shower  room  have  been  re- 
painted. The  locker  room 
floor  is  covered  with  a  light 
(See  pg.  4  -  "Phys.-Ed.") 


Training  Room  Created 

New  Facility  for  Phys.  Ed.  Departnnent 


The  recent  renovations  in 
the  basement  locker-room 
not  only  involved  the  re- 
arrangement of  existing 
facilities  but  also  the  inclu- 
sion of  an  all  purpose  train- 
ing and  wrestling  room.  It 
was  felt  by  the  Physical 
Education  staff  that  a  special 
area  was  necessary  to  serve  as 
an  extra  teaching  station  for 
elementary  gymnastics  or 
wrestling,  to  provide  a  place 
for  team  meetings  and  to  give 
students  interested  in  weight 
training  or  in  physical  fitness 
an  area  in  which  to  pursue 
their  programmes. 


The  room  measures  18  feet 
by  40  feet,  and,  in  order  to 
utilize  all  the  available  space, 
the  entire  floor  surface  has 
been  covered  with  gymnastic 
mats  secured  by  a  wrestling- 
mat  cover.  Additional  mats 
with  velcro  fasteners  were 
purchased  in  order  to  pad  the 
walls  as  a  safety  factor.  It  is 
hoped  that  new  weight- 
training  apparatus  and  bar 
bells  will  be  purchased  in 
order  to  complete  this  facili- 
ty and  to  provide  a  much 
wider  scope  of  physical  ac- 
tivity for  the  boys  of  Selwyn 
House  School. 


Art  and  Music  Rooms 
Relocated  in  New  Quarters 

Art  Studio  to  the  Tower  Room 


The  extensive  renovations 
at  the  School  include  the  ad- 
dition of  a  new  Music  Room 
and  the  relocation  of  the  Art 
Room. 

The  Music  Room  is  now 
located  on  the  third  floor. 
The  recently  carpeted  room 
contains  a  piano  and  ample 
cupboard  space  for  all  the 
music  supplies.  Apart  from 
regularly  scheduled  music 
periods,  the  room  is  fre- 
quently used  for  choir  prac-
